It  has  not  bee-  possiole  to  carr^  out  routine  housing  work 
durin  the  jear,  onlj  serious  defects  being  dealt  with  and 
tnese  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

Present  da . conditions  have  without  doubt  brought  about 
a considerable  amouxit  of  overcrowding,  even  taking  into 
account  t .e  provision  of  hcstels  for  workers,  it  is  hoped 
t lai  e number  of  cases  will  right  themselves  in  due  course 
I..  .re  are  of  course  a lot  of  cas.  s were  young  married  couples 
nave  been  obli  ed  it  remain  with  parents,  these  will  doubtless 
require  accommodation  soon. 

In  connection  with  the  programme  of  new  building  for  the 
first  pe-ioa  v.nen  this  is  allowed,  an  undetailed  survey  of 
: .e  uistrict  was  made  when  approx.  75  houses,  the  poorest 
i-  the  District,  were  considered  ready  for  condemning  as  soon 
as  such  work  is  possible.
